been under way south of Quang Ngai 
Citv for six days.

announced today that no Americans 
were killed in Vietnam combat last 
week and that seven men were 
wounded It was the lowest overall 
weekly casualty toll of the war for

Two wanted men 
captured in Memphis 


MEMf’ HIS. Tenn. ( U P l i — Two detectives making a 
routine I D. check in a Beale Street pawn shop captured two 
of the country’s most wanted m en in a tense confrontation 
Wednesday. 
Wallace Llovd Rhodes, 24. and J a m e s M arcus Shields. 20, 
were held without bond pending a hearing today on charges 
of jailbreak, kidnaping, robbery and m u rder in Iowa and 
Montana 
Detective Lt B P. McMillan and his partner, Lt R. T 
Tabor, also rescued a man who claim ed that the two had 
kidnaped him Monday near E m m ons. Minn. He was identi­ 
fied as R. E. Batton, 41, of Britt. Iowa. 
Rhodes and Shields are accused of breaking out of jail 
Sunday in Mountain Home, Idaho, and kidnaping two 
policemen whom they later released. The also are wanted 
in the m urd er of Donald Keith Kalberg near Miles City, 
Mont., on Monday. K alberg w as shot six tim es in the head. 
“ We found K alberg’s credit cards and other belongings in 
the c a r along with the two.38-caliber pistols they took from 
the policemen they kidnaped when they escaped.” said 
Memphis Police Capt. J. R. Dolan. 
Dolan said Batton told police he was accosted by Rhodes 
and Shields with draw n guns at a rest stop on Highway 69 
near E m m ons Monday. 
“ He said they forced him to drive to Chicago, Detroit and 
Nashville,” said Dolan. “ Then they decided to go to 
California and stopped here to pawn a wrist watch which 
was apparently stolen from the m urdered m an in Montana. 
The watch had K alberg’s initials on it.” 
The two detectives said they noticed Button’s c a r parked 
on Beale Street, the street w here the blues w ere originated 
by W. C. Handy, and decided to m ake a routine check since 
they w ere from out of town. 
“ Batton and Shields were in the pawn shop and Rhtxles 
was out in the c a r .” said Tabor. 
When the officers noticed that Batton was very nervous, 
and began to question the men. Shields m ade a break for the 
door Mc.Millan followed him. 
"I was right behind him and we w ere right at the corner 
of the car when the m an inside (Rhodes) drew a pistol and 
held It on m e,” said .McMillan. 
“ 1 also had my pistol out and 1 sort of had his buddy as a 
shield—so 1 told him. ’Drop that gun or I’ll kill you ’ 
“ He hesitated a m inute and I told him the second time 
and he dropped the gun.”

Committee approves SS bill that will hike taxes 


SACRAMENTO l U F l i — Attorney General Evelle J 
Younger says he probably will not investitgate alleged 
fraud involving four controversial initiatives on the .Nov. 7 
ballot 
Two days ago. Secretary of State Edmund G Brown J r . 
who allegedly has sued to remove a farm labor m easure 
from the ballot, asked Younger and district attorneys in 
certain counties to look into reports of fraud in collecting 
signatures for the four other initiatives. 
“ I don’t anticipate any investigation at this tim e ,” 
Younger told a KCRA television reporter Wednesday. 
“ It’s obvious that some of those signatures are invalid,” 
Younger .said 
But in the case of the death penalty 
initiative, for example, he said sponsors turned in m ore 
than 1 million signatures when they needed only 535,000. 
“ I doubt that over 500.000 are bad signatures.” Younger 
said 
The four m easures in question are Prop 14, the Watson 
propo.sal to limit property taxes. Prop 15. which would 
remove the governor’s veto power over state employe pay 
raises. F’rop 17, the death penalty m easure, and Prop. 21, 
which IS designed to halt busing of school children for the 
purposes of integration 
Meantime, backers of the four initiatives denied any 
knowledge of alleged fraud in the gathering of signatures to 
put their measure on the ballot. 
“ We categorically deny there was any fraud or anything 
of that kind involved in the collection of signatures to put 
the death penalty initiative on the ballot,” said Kennetth 
Brown, spokesman for the California Correctional Officers 
Association, sponsors of the m easure aimed at reinstating 
the death penalty 
Other initiative spon.sors rebuked Brown’s charges in 
sim ilar fashion 
Younger also criticized Brown for apparently being m ore 
concerned with drawing publicity to the alleged fraud than 
actually securing an investigation. 
“ For two days we didn’t get a letter from the secretary of

ester double-knit and found 
a printed strip of tape rolled 
into the bolt It was divided 
into several sections. One 
said. “ 10-12 stitches per inch, 
size 
10-12 ballpoint needle 
free of nicks, stretch poly­ 
ester thread, knit stitch with 
l oose 
balanced 
tensions, 
round throat plate hold. Feed 
evenly.” Could you ask for 
clearer sewing instructions? 
And there was a little label 
you could stitch into a seam 
It 
said. 
“ Machine 
wash, 
warm : wa s h dark colors 
separately; 
delicate cycle; 
tumble dry, 
low; 
remove 
promptly, 
use cool 
iron “ 
I ’ll put the strip away with 
the fabric, and when I sew it

The most damaging facet of the act was 
that, though it did not separate VD from 
sex education or specify the need for VD 
education, 
it 
did 
specify 
that 
administrators or teachers in violation of 
its provisions would have their credentials 
removed. 
A survey conducted a year after the act s 
passage found that most teachers and 
7 
administrators were reacting to the law as 
if it were more severe 
With such a 
stringent 
specified 
penalty 
for 
non-compliance, many were reducing their 
VD programs and requiring parents to 
initiate approval of their programs. The law 
technically stated only that parents must 
■J 
be given the opportunity to withdraw 
children, not that they must initiate active 
: 
approval. But the penalties were so strong 
that many didn't want to take chances. 
There was also vagueness as to whether 
or not discussing VD casually with a 
student fell under the law and so. with most 
other VD programs discouraged in many 
schools, education became limited in many 
districts to those teachers willing to put 
their credentials on the line to help a 
student. 
This summer, though, a bill authored by 
Assemblywoman March Fong, was signed 
into law by Gov. Reagan and put into effect 
on an emergency basis. 
Calling attention to the severity of the 
state's VD pandemic, the bill • AB711 gives 
school districts the power to initiate VI) 
courses 
of 
instruction 
and 
exempts 
venereal disease from the punitive sections 
of the Schmitz bill requiring the removal of 
credentials. 
The requirement that parents must be 
informed 
of 
VD 
classes, 
shown 
the 
materials and given an opportunity to 
withdraw their children has been retained 
Though the impact of the bill is still 
uncertain, many health authorities and 
educators agree that it will remove the 
fear of loss of credential for VD instruction 
and have the effect of encouraging rather 
than supressing VD education 
It might have come a year earlier. Both 
the Assembly and Senate passed a similar 
Fong measure, AB 950. during the 1971 
session but that bill was vetoed bv the 
Governor as encouraging sex education 
The Lompoc Unitied School District was 
not one of those that interpreted the 
Schmitz law as requiring that parents 
< 
initiate 
approval for sex and venereal 
j 
disease programs With some VD ed in 
required courses at each of the four 
secondary schools, the Lompoe district 
offers a more effective program than the 
Santa 
Barbara district 
where 
VD 
instruction has been up to the instructor 
and a student could get either a lot or 
absolutely none of it during his school 
career 


Whether or not the Lompoc District s VD 
program is adequate measured against the 
scope of the VI) epidemic is another 
question 
During 
the 
week 
of 
Family 
Life 
Education in seventh and eighth grades in 
the district, VD instruction occupies at 
most two days, according to District Nurse 
Mrs. Beth Mears 
At the senior high level. Lompoc High 
offers probably the best program in most 
of the county, a two week VI) education 
session within a required 
10th grade 
Family Life Education unit taught by Dan 
Bodary. 
Generated by the district, this program 
was in existence for several years as an 
optional pilot program before being made 
mandatory 
(except 
for 
parental 
disapproval > midterm last year. 
Cabrillo High offers one or two days on 
VI) within the framework of required 10th 
grade Biology and a similar period in 
elective home economics classes. 
Only Lompoc High s required VD unit, 
though, escapes the description of “ one 
shot” coverage in which if a student has a 
cold, for example, he or she misses the 
entire VI) offering Also, in an area with 
many military transfers, 
limiting VI) 
education to one class level leaves out the 
inevitable flow of transfer students 
One unavoidable indication that the 
district s treatment has not been intensive 
enough is that local reported VD treatment 
has still increased more than 50 fold since 
1969. with much left unreported and most 
of it involving young people. 
But with the new legislation passed and 
public VD education committees mobilized 
in 
Santa 
Barbara 
and 
Lompoc, 
administrators agree that more intensive 
treatment may well be in the offing. 
If we’ve got a health problem, we 
should attack the health problem,’' agrees 
curriculum 
director 
Bob 
Thompson, 
“ There’s no doubt of that in my mind

you 
have 
something

enough, then you can do whatever you need 
to do.. We had the same thing with drug 
education when it came along

important enough, then you plan for it” 
Thompson outlined 
“ I imagine that we will have something 
more concrete and detinite within the next

Harsh 
things are being said about 
the commemorative organi­ 
zation. Apathy or arguments 
are apparent from Washing­ 
ton to Waikiki. In a phrase, 
not many people seem to 
give a damn. The man on the 
street is not so much inter­ 
ested in the American Bicen­ 
tennial as he is in Joe Na- 
math's knee. The members 
of Congress have refused to 
take 1976 as seriously as na­ 
tional hotdog month. And as 
for the government people 
hired to plan the big birth­ 
day?—they have been dis­ 
cussing the observance since 
the mid-1960s, already longer 
than it took to build the 
atomic bomb, but to date 
their major production has 
been plain, unimaginative, 
conventional confusion. 
Originally, the Bicenten­ 
nial befuddlement was rel­ 
atively confined. The early 
idea was to concentrate the 
1976 celebration in one histor­ 
ic American town: Philadel­ 
phia It was felt that nobody 
but W. C. Fields would object 
to Philadelphia, and he was 
dead. So. Right. On A fair 
would be 
held. 
The 
city 
would be revitalized. There 
would be a year’s fiesta, la 
la. But as the arrangements 
deepened, 
they 
weakened. 
Philadelphians, it turned out, 
were neither overjoyed nor 
overeager. Hassles erupted 
One side wanted this, an­ 
other side wanted that. And 
when the bickering reached 
the stage where somebody 
demanded sealing the crack 
in the Liberty Bell, the fed­ 
eral government decided to 
forget the one-town concept, 
and ruled instead for a Bi­ 
centennial party to be spread 
throughout the nation’s 50 
states. 
Thus it was. The confusion 
went nationwide. 


And now America’s 200th 
birthday 
party 
is 
being 
fashioned in places like Dela­ 
ware. And like a man here 
says: “What the heck do we 
know 
about 
this kind 
of 
junk?” 


To 
be 
sure, 
Delaware 
knows nothing about Bicen­ 
tennial celebrations. Yet as 
one of America’s 13 colonies, 
as in fact the first state of 
the Union, it is almost man­ 
dated to learn. “ We’ve been 
fooling around with this idea 
for four years now,” says 
Emerson Wilson, a Wilming­ 
ton newspaperman and a 
member of the state’s ARB 
planning group. ‘‘We got the 
Sons of the American Revo­ 
lution. the Daughters of the 
American Revolution a n d 
everybody else we can think 
of. But a lot of the people 
planning the thing just don’t 
know which end is up. I re­ 
member when the state leg­ 
islature appointed the Bicen­ 
tennial commission in 1971, 
it also appropriated $33,000 
for the commission to spend 
Then a month or two later, 
the governor found he had 
some fiscal difficulties and 
he decided to cut back the 
Bicentennial budget $35,000 
In other words, for God s 
sake, they cut us back $2,000 
more than we were appro­ 
priated.” 


So it goes with Delaware’s 
Bicentennial planning. “All 
fouled up.” says Emerson 
Wilson. And so it goes, to 
one degree or such, in other 
feet-dragging states as well: 


CALIFORNIA. The most 
populous, often most enthus­ 
iastic, 
is 
lagging 
behind 
Delaware on the Bicentennial 
issue. The state is one of 19 
which hasn’t hired a 1976 
planning director. To date. 
ARB responsibilities h a v e 
rested with the longtime Re­ 
publican 
A s s e m b l y - 
man Charles Conrad, who, 
this election year, admits to 
worrying very little about 
the Revolution. “ I’ve got a 
tough election fight coming 
up, and I’ve told members 
of the state group (the plan­ 
ning commission) that we’ll 
just have to forget about the 
Bicentennial until after No­ 
vember." And then? 
And 
then, 
says 
Assemblyman 
Conrad, “naturally we’ll do 
our part.” One part he men­ 
tions is the Tournament of 
Roses parade at the 1976 
Rose Bowl football game; 
the parade, 
says Conrad, 
golly gee, will be dedicated 
to the U.S. Revolution, 


SOUTH CAROLINA. John 
Hill, 
an 
employe 
of the 
state’s 
Parks, 
Recreation 
and Tourist Bureau is the 
chief, if unpaid, coordinator 
of S.C. Bicentennial plan­ 
ning. Says he: “Frankly, not 
much has been done here 
yet.” Hill does have at least 
one solid idea he’d like to 
pursue: “The building of a 
whole new community along 
t h e 
h i g h w a y 
between 
Charleston and Columbia.” 
Hill 
says 
the 
community 
vould have a new lake, full 
recreational facilities, and a 
modern research center con­ 
trolled in large part by a 
Negro college. Such an un­ 
dertaking o b v i o u s l y re­ 
quires years of preparation 


and more years ot brick lay­ 
ing. Which worries John Hill 
because. “We’ve only got 
three and one-half y e a r s 
left.” But. On the o t h e r 
hand 
“We’ve decided here 
not to get going too fast 
There is danger in these kind 
of things, you know, of peak­ 
ing too soon.” 


Peaking too soon, actually, 
is not really much of a worry 
in 
many 
states 
planning 
ARB celebrations In fact, all 
things considered, it is one 
of the few worries the plan­ 
ners do not have. Says one 
member of Delaware’s birth­ 
day committee: “When they 
appointed me to this thing. I 
thought it would be a rather 
simple matter. The nation is 
200 years old. Everybody will 
be proud. We'll put up a few 
buildings and 
erect 
some 
monuments. Hah! Boy how I 
wish. This thing is turning 
into a nightmare. Nobody 
can agree on anything It’s 
like we’re fighting the war 
all over again 


The major battle in Dela­ 
ware, as elsewhere, is just 
how to celebrate the nation's 
birth. Gov. John Peterson is 
trying to raise private money 
and public interest for a 
“Governor’s 
F o u n t a i n , " 
which he intends to erect in 
Dover. Catherine Downing, 
a hard core member of the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution, 
b e l i e v e s 
the 
s t a t e 
effort 
should 
be directed to setting aside 


park land near Delaware's 
one Revolutionary battlefield 
(Iron Hill, in Newarki. Some 
citizens 
believe 
m o n e y 
should be allocated to estab­ 
lish a “Christian Memorial.” 
a sculpture of praying hands 
pointing to God. 


The thing is, says Dela­ 
ware planner Pauline Young, 
a former schoolteacher and 
Negro historian, “The every­ 
day folks are worried that 
1976 will turn into some big 
patriotic mess. For instance! 
I understand we are going to 
publish the entire minutes of 
Delaware’s General Assem­ 
bly 
for the years before 
statehood. 
Now, 
can 
you 
i m a g i n e anything more 
boring? Who in the world 
would ever sit down to read 
it?” 
A 
better 
idea, 
says 
schoolteacher Young, would 
be to contrast the Delaware 
of 1776 with the Delaware of 
1976. “Tell it like it was and 
like it is.” And don’t leave 
out anything. “This was the 
state where organized black 
religion began. The Negroes 
here got sick and tired of 
sitting in the church bal­ 
conies in the 1800s and so 
began their own churches 
It’s part of our history It's 
not nice. But let’s not forget 
it.” 


As it happens, there are 
people throughout the nation 
who 
agree 
with 
Pauline 
Young that nobody should be 
forgotten in the 1976 celebra 
tion. Thus 
several states 
usually the most Bicenten- 
nially a d v a n c e d , 
have 
worked 
the 
minorities 
in 
nicely and, that problem re­ 
solved, have made steady 
progress toward a meaning­ 
ful birthday fete: 


TEXAS. Gene Riddle co­ 


ordinates the state's ARB 
activities and says for a 
starter that Texas will re­ 
create. remember and re­ 


spect all of its 26 nationali­ 
ties and ethnic cultures. The 
state legislature has given 
$50,000 administrative money 


this year and a promise of 
more to come. Some 25 Tex­ 
as communities have submit­ 
ted or are about to submit 
localized program planning 
“ We've got commitments 
representing about 45 per 
cent of our people already.” 
says Ms. Riddle, “ Both big

And so While some of the 
United States are building 
better platforms for 1976, 
others obviously can’t even 
determine where the speak­ 
er’s stand should be “We’ve 
had one full-fledged meeting 


of our state planners,” sighs 
a Delaware ARB official. 
“ Most of the time people sat 
around drinking sherry. The 
rest of the time they argued 
about such things as having 
a beard 
growing contest 
One guy even insisted we 
have a rock festival with the 
bands in full Revolutionary 
uniform I don’t know. Some­ 
times I get to wondering 
whether independence was 
worth all this.”

Trains in China have two 
classes, but they are not 
called that Instead, there 
are the “ soft seats’ and the

benefited from it in 19 days 
was at the Guest House in 
Canton and, leaving China, 
on the train from Canton to 
the border. 
Aside from that, the good 
service 
and 
honesty

hotels, 
however big. high-ceilinged 
and old-tashioned they may 
be. 


The Chinese are very 
strict about protocol Since 
the 
Cultural 
Revolution, 
there are few directors in 
Chinese 
enterprises. 
Instead, there are “ leading 
members.’' and the term is 
puzzling at first There is 
the leading member of the 
enterprise and the leading 
members 
of 
each 
department. 
The 
leading 
member 
comes before all the others 
and the order of precedence 
is strictly observed. 
It applies to us, too. Our 
leading member learned to 
ride in the big black Red 
Flag limousine that always 
heads the cavalcade The 
rest of us came in order of 
priority in smaller Shanghai 
cars behind 
The Chinese know who 
everyone is. 


Postscript : Leaving China 
is as big a shock as entering 
it The sense of order and 
discipline disappears. The 
passengers on the train in 
British Hong Kong chatter 
and 
shout. 
Outside 
the 
window there is a jumble of 
shacks 
and 
automobiles. 
Then a birdlike Chinese girl 
wearing 
makeup 
and 
a 
microskirt comes along the 
aisle You are back in the 
Suzie Wong Orient, and it is 
a different place

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Never enough of anything 


TRUK—(N E A i—Through­ 
out Micronesia, in the far 
western Pacific, the memo­ 
ries of World War II are 
very close. Abandoned Ja p a ­ 
nese bunkers are the big 
tourist attraction on Guam, 
and Saipan guides cheerfully 
point out two cliffs where 
Japanese soldiers and civil­ 
ians — nobody knows how 
many — l e a p e d to their 
deaths 
as 
the 
American 
forces captured the island 
And here, in the magnifi­ 
cent Truk lagoon, there are 
some 60 Japanese ships rot­ 
ting on the bottom of the 
clear waters. You can see 
them from the glass-bottom 
boats and scuba divers con­ 
sider this one of the world’s 
greatest spots for explora­ 
tion 
The Micronesians take all 
this for granted. The older 
ones lived through the hell 
that was the war in the P a ­ 
cific. The younger ones have 
heard the stories all their 
lives. It is the visitor who is 
awed by it all. who cannot 
take his eyes off the Ameri­ 
can tank still mired off the 
beach which was once the 
Saipan invasion beach but is 
now the front yard of a lux­ 
ury hotel. 
The islanders live with it. 
They see the rusty machine 
guns and battered concrete 
blockhouses and all the rest, 
but they have other prob­ 
lems. 
“ What concerns us,” says 
an 
American 
woman 
on 
Guam, "is the high cost of 
living. The cost of staples 
will drive us to the poor- 
house—I bought a roll of pa­ 
per towels vesterdav and it 
cost $1.89.” ' 
Everything here must be 
shipped in, either by ship or 
the new Air Micronesia serv­ 
ice. It makes day-to-day liv­ 
ing tough. One family sent 
for an air conditioner. When 
it arrived, it was accidental­ 
ly dropped at the airport, and 
it took several months be­ 
fore the repair parts could 
be shipped in. 
There is never enough of 
anything — except sun and 
blue skies and palm trees 
and 
fish 
and 
breadfruit 
Even such basic things as 
electricity and drinking wa­ 
ter are scarce. 
There isn't enough elec­ 
tricity to power elevators, so 
even on Guam no building is 
over three stories high. On 
one island, some enterprising 
Micronesians started a dry- 
cleaning plant, then found 
that 
in 
that 
area 
there 
w asn’t enough power or wa­ 
ter to run it. so had to aban­ 
don the whole thing. 
Labor is short, too. Labor 
is imported from the Philip­ 
pines for public works proj­ 
ects. The islanders, when 
they have the incentive, work 
h a r d (Air Micronesia 
is 
training 
them 
as 
ground 
crews and hostesses), but 
too 
often 
they just don’t 
come to work, particularly 
after pay day. They just go 
fishing. 
Fresh milk is virtually non­ 
existent. Guam housewives 
have learned to add coconut 


milk to what whole nulk they 
have, 
which 
gives 
every­ 
thing—milk itself, bread, ice 
cream —a peculiarly sweet­ 
ish flavor 
They make do. When the 
U.S. 
government, 
w h i c h 
administers the area under 
a U.N. trusteeship, decided 
it would build roads on Sai­ 
pan. it used crushed coral, of 
which there is plenty. But 
this is very slippery when 
it’s wet—and there’s a lot of 
rain—so 
Saipan’s 
accident 
rate is abnormally high 
With air conditioning ab­ 
sent, except in the top hotels, 
the islanders have taken to 
covering their windows with 
aluminum foil, to reflect the

heat away and keep their 
homes cool. 
Still, despite the shortages 
and the problems, the islands 
keep 
growing. 
In 
Agana, 
Guam, they recently opened 
one of the world’s largest 
McDonald 
h a m b u r g e r 
stands. Hotels are going up 
on almost all the islands. The 
teacher shortage on Guam is 
so severe they’re paying peo­ 
ple $300 a month while they 
go to college, with the under­ 
standing thev must teach a 
year for each year they’re 
supported while studying. 
What is contributing most 
to the growth are the ever- 
increasing numbers of peo­ 
ple in the government 
“ We’re o v e r g o v e r n e d , ” 
growls one American on Sai 
pan—and the rapid increase 
in tourism 
They come to enjoy the ex­ 
otic vistas — lagoons, coral 
atolls, 
palm 
trees, 
dusty 
roads crowded with hand­ 


some natives and wandering 
pigs 
and to see the strange 
sights. 
And 
Micronesia 
has 
its 
sights to see. On Saipan, 
they’ll show you a crumbling 
concrete jail and tell you the 
local 
legend 
that 
this 
is 
where Amelia E arhart was 
imprisoned and then died of 
dysentery. On Guam 
you 
can 
gawk 
(together 
with 
dozens of Japanese honey- 
mooners) at the curiously 


shaped 
latte 
stones, 
tall 
obelisklike s t o n e s topped 
with bowls which were found 


in the jungle and nobody 
knows who shaped them. 
Behind 
this, 
h o w e v e r , 
there is a daily life for the 
islanders and the thousands 
of Americans who now make 
Micronesia their home. In 
some ways, it isn't much dif­ 
ferent from mainland life 
They have the beginnings 
of a drug problem among 
teen-agers. They have teen­ 
age gangs, who occasionally 
erupt in battles 
And there 
are household pests 
here 
they m u s t contend 
with 
shrews, geckos (a kind of 
l i z a r d ) and cockroaches 
There are man-killing bees 
and. in the seas, poisonous 
rock 
fish, 
unpleasant 
sea 
slugs 
and 
an 
occasional 
shark. 
Saipan has another prob­ 
lem 
World War II’s bomb­ 
ing left the island virtually 
devoid 
of 
vegetation 
and 
hence prey to erosion. So 
Americans s c a t t e r e d the 
seeds of a fast-growing tree, 
called the tangantangan tree, 
and now this ugly shrub has 
taken over. “ It’s the scourge 
of our island,” the Saipanese 
said.

24 percent. 
But, 
Senator 
Bill 
Richardson has persisted in 
seeking out the truth and 
has 
developed 
some 
startling facts and figures 
which are 
beginning to 
cause those responsible for 
dealing with crime and 
criminals great discomfort. 
Charting out his findings 
Richardson 
demonstrates 
that despite the fact that 
California’s population has 
stabilized with only minor 
growth in the past decade, 
the 
crime 
rate, 
as 
represented 
by 
reported 
major offenses, has zoomed 
out of sight. In the same 
decade that population rise 
has been practically at a 
standstill, reported major 
offenses have jumped from 
250.000 a year to over 
700.000. 
And while the police have 
done a creditable job in 
keeping up their efforts to 
combat the crime wave by 
doubling the number of 
felony arrests during the 
period, 
the 
numbers 
convicted have not risen 
proportionately. 
Worse, after the apparent 
difficulty in getting felony 
convictions, those convicted 
are not being sent to prison 
or 
even 
jail. 
Prison 
populations 
have 
shrunk 
during 
this 
decade 
of 
increased crime and even 
jail 
commitments 
are 
becoming fewer. 


From the charts it is 
evident that many who are 
convicted of felonies are 
being 
granted 
probation 
while 
those 
who 
are 
imprisoned 
remain 
in 
custody only momentarily 
County jail sentences are 
being given to some as a 
condition of probation while 
others, sent to prison, are 
given 
early 
paroles 
or 
simply escape 
For. both 
parole and escape rates 
have risen substantially in 
the past ten years. 
Richardson says 
It now 
becomes quite evident that 
the crime rate increase is 
simply 
because 
we 
are 
recycling the people who 
commit crimes You can't 
say because we have a 
growing population more 
criminals are coming here 
along with the rest because 
we haven t increased our 
population to any extent in 
the past ten years ” 
As for parole success. 
Richardson has uncovered 
some practices which seem 
to shatter the claims of 
reduced recidivism made by 
those keeping the records. 
For many years a parolee 
was 
not 
considered 
a 
success until after a three 
year period, certainly not 
before he had completed his 
parole 
But the new system only 
keeps the record for one 
year After that time if a 
released 
individual 
commits a 
crime 
it 
is 
treated as a new case 


More 
startling 
is 
the 
revelation 
that 
persons 
included as parole - prisoner 
successes are. 
One who 
commits a crime in another 
state and is placed on parole 
there; one who serves a 
county jail sentence of less 
than 90 days; one who dies, 
even though he may have 
been 
killed 
while 
perpetrating 
another 
crime; 
and 
one 
who 
absconds parole and doesn’t 
return within five years. 
So far Richardson has 
carried on his study and his 
battle single handedly He 
has 
no 
com m ittee 
organization to do the work 
and the Senate has given 
him no staff for his project. 
Clearly, his lonely efforts 
have 
produced 
sufficient 
information to warrant a 
full scale Senate committee 
studv.

Although the commissary is operated for the benefit of 
military personnel and their families.

Kingdom isn’t the only one around that is 
suffering from a bad case of “endangered 
species". 
Conservationists are alarmed about the 
future of the whale, the polar bear, the 
whooping 
crane, 
the 
puma, 
and 
the 
leopard, to mention only a few animals 
threatened with extinction 
But 
there are 
those who also are 
concerned about species of the Vegetable 
Kingdom that seem likely to go the way of 
such animals as the dodo, great auk, and 
passenger pigeon unless something is done 
to rescue them 
Among these concerned is Anders S. 
Saustrup of the Rare Plant Study Center at 
the University of Texas. He made a gesture 
and remarked, “ Those seven are the only 
ones in captivity.” 
He was talking not about a bird or beast 
on its way out but about the Texas 
pistachio, 
once 
flourishing 
but 
now 
endangered 
because 
its 
only 
known 
habitat, at the juncture of the Rio Grande 
and Pecos rivers, has been flooded by a 


dam 
The rare plant center was established 
last year at 
Austin 
to “ prevent the 
extinction of rare and endangered species 
of native plants and to promote the 
survival 
of 
uncommon 
and 
desirable 
species 
of 
native 
trees, 
shrubs, 
wildflowers. and grasses.” 
A University report quotes Saustrup as 
saying: 
“ We re dealing with a real emergency. 
The 
remaining 
natural 
areas 
are 
disappearing at an alarming rate of speed. 
Species of plants are disappearing before 
we even get to know them .” 
The rare plant center is trying to do for 
endangered plants what many zoos are 
trying to do for threatened animals—to 
nurture them and find survival homes for 
them 
This 
means 
resorting 
“ to 
artificial 
means to keep the balance of nature 
intact.” The Austin center apparently “ is 
the only organized effort at locating, 
propagating, and preserving these rare 
plants.”

humble, harm, even bring 
down the imperial temples. 


Early in this nation’s now 
two-year-old war with the 
Communists, enemy troops 
slipped 
into

Angkor’s ruins. Their guess 
was the government would 
not risk desecration of the 
monuments with a counter­ 
offensive. The ploy worked 
The government was furious, 
but prudent Still is. “ We can 
bomb them 
out,” 
says 
a 
Khmer general, “ but in so 
doing we would make rubble 
out of our entire history.” 


For a time it appeared the 
“ C o m m u n is t 
occupiers 
(mostly Viet Cong, perhaps 
500 men) would treat Angkor 
with respect if not devotion. 
Indeed, 
it 
appeared 
th e 
troops had orders to be care­ 
ful. Buddhist monks were al­ 
lowed to stay on as care­ 
takers. 
Me m b e r s 
of 
a 
French - sponsored 
restora 
tion team were permitted to 
continue working. Safe from 
government fire, almost re­ 
laxed, the VC roamed the 
i uins as all tourists do— 
gawking and taking pictures 
for the folks back home. 
Then, early this year the 
Communists 
abruptly 
ex­ 
pelled some of the French 
team, and jailed the rest. 
They booted out all Cambo­ 
dian 
civilians. 
And 
even 
some monks were chased 
from the shrine 
Why? Officials shudder to 
speculate. 
One guess is that the Reds 
decided to take a second ad­ 
vantage of Angkor. Govern­ 
ment sources insist that the 
Viet Cong, “ with no real ap­ 
preciation for the cultural 
significance of Khmer art.” 
have been secretly breaking 
off pieces of the temples and 
selling them to connoisseurs 
in third nations. Reports of 
Angkor treasure trade have 
been surfacing from Bang­ 
kok to Hong Kong If the re­ 
ports are true, the VC have 
found a neat new way to fi­ 
nance their operations. Even 
a small Angkor relic can 
bring as much as $1 milliun 
from droolers. 
The rip-off reports, to be 
sure, 
are 
as 
yet 
uncon­ 
firmed. And Angkor experts 
tend to doubt them. For one 
thing, says Ly Vouong, the 
secretary general of Cambo­ 
dia’s 
Commission 
for 
the 
Protection of Cultural Prop­ 
erties, “ There is not much 
left of value in Angkor. When 
the war began we took as 
many of the movable ob­ 
jects out as possible. At least 
130 chestsfull 
of carvings 
have been sent to Phnom 
Penh and many more are in 
relatively 
safekeeping 
in 
Siem Reap.” 
Yet 
still the specter of 
Communist soldiers chipping 
away at 900 years of Cam­ 
bodian 
magnificence 
wor­ 
ries the nation. “ SOS Ang­ 
kor” posters hang over the 
streets. 
Student 
letters 
of 
protest go out daily to Com­ 
munist capitals. I'nited Na­ 
tions' help has been asked. 


“ Westerners 
can’t 
know 
our concern,” says Ly Vou­ 
ong. “ You build something 
one day and then tear it 
down the next. 
But here, 
Angkor is like a stone ceme­ 
tery, inviolable The faces on 
the statues are of our an­ 
cestors. The carvings were 
done by our forefathers. The 
temples remind us of how

It’s almost as if the football gods had gotten together 
several years ago for their annual pre-season meeting 
and decided to bestow upon the good fans of the Lompoc 
Valley a winning football tradition 
For the past several years, Lompoc and Cabrillo Highs 
have pretty much left the character building (losing) to 
the other area schools while battling tooth and nail for 
the league crown, thus providing thrills aplenty for the 
aforementioned local grid buffs 
Let us be among the first to report that the gods have 
apparently renewed their gift for at least one more 
season. 
Let's take Cabrillo, for instance, since it is one half of 
the Valley’s football resource and the subject of this 
article. 
In Evert Jones’ seven-year tenure (this will be his 
eighth i as head coach on the Hill, the Conqs have won 50 
games, lost 13, and tied three They have won three 
championships and been in the running every season 
This year, with a minimum depletion from graduation 
and a new defense the Conqs are, on paper at least, one 
of the three consensus contenders for the Northern 
League title. 
Each new season a football coach is faced with a 
slightly different situation Last year Jones was given a 
crop of comparative strangers and the task of molding 
them into a unit. That unit ran up a 5-3-1 record, live 
shutouts, and came within a game of the title. 
This year that same group of strangers is back, now 
better acquainted with varsity football competition and 
the Cabrillo system. 
Fourteen of the 22 Conqs who will start in tomorrow's 
season opener vs. Bakersfield were starters at one time 
or another last season. There are 22 seniors on the squad, 
a Cabrillo record 
“ We’ve got to be miles ahead of where we were last 
year at this point." says Jones, waxing optimistic. “Last 
y^ar our potential was limited and our returnees non­ 
existent 
“This year our seniors are giving us great leadership 
I d have to say those are our two big plusses: leadership 
and experience." 
Where graduation has cut into the 
starting 
lineup 
(gone 
are 
all­ 
leaguers like Cecil Gordon. Dana 
Brenner, J. C. Holt, Rick Mesa), 
there are eager players ready to 
step in. 
Two of the more noticible changes 
in this veart edition of the Conqs 
will be a new defense and a new 
quarterback Both of which, Jones 
seems confident, will work greatly 
to Cabrillo’s advantage. 
OFFENSE 
First the new quarterback 
If 
Kevin 
Drake 
shows 
the 
same 
aptitude for football as he does for 
sports involving a round ball, Jones 
has himself a quarterback for the 
next two years. Kevin sat out last 
season after playing frosh ball, but 
he s nailed down the starting job for 
at least the first game. 
“ Kevin has attributes that some of our quarterbacks in 
the past haven't had. mainly speed. He’s quite a bit 
quicker than anybody else w e’ve ever had at that 
position. So we ve even put in a quarterback sweep, 
something we’ve never tried to do before " 
In talking about Drake, Jones uses words like “poised" 
“strong", “very coachable’’. 
“ He makes great plays in practice right now. but he 
also makes errors. We re not sure when, but there's no 
doubt in my mind he'll be able to do the job of a very 
capable quarterback. " 
At 6 3, 185 pounds, Drake is tall enough to peer over 
onrushing linemen, strong enough to shake off tackles, 
and quick enough to avoid them 
DRIESBACH IS BACK 
In tact, if Cabrillo has a problem spot, it is not the 
offensive backfield. 
Allison Driesbach the fullback is back. Number 34 had 
an outstanding season last year, to say the least. He 
gained an awesome 1064 yards rushing, picking up at 
least 100 per game with the exception of the Lompoc 
disaster And A1 has beefed up from a 5-8, 157 to a moose- 
like 5-8. 166 
If I had to choose between Allison and a big power 
runner.' says Jones, “ I d take Allison. He has very good 
balance, instincts that allow him to break off blocks and 
find the hole, and while he’s not particularly fast, he has 
good acceleration We expect great things out of him this 
season " 
So do we," echo the Cabrillo fans 
On either side of Driesbach will be the halfbacks. Tom 
and Tom Davis, a sophomore, at left half, and Wittman. 
a senior, at right Both are small. 148 and 156 pounds, but 
both catch the football well and are agile and elusive 
r unners, according to their coach 
Jones said it last year and he’s saying it again now 
We'd like to throw more than we have m the past ” 
If the Doors are to reach their goal of 14 to 15 passes 
thrown per game, they'll depend on what Jones calls “a 
fine corps of pass receivers “

Don't look for any drastic changes 
in the Cabrillo offensive catalogue The only change 
from last vear. accorriinp to .Inn#»«: w ill h«> a few subtle 
quarterback moves, invisible to the untrained eye. 


DEFENSE 
Now to set the defense. 
Working like Bobby Fischer. Jones has moved his 11 
defensive men into different squares than they occupied 
last season on the football chess board. 


“We weren’t discouraged with the old defense." says 
Jones “ But the teams we think we are going to have to 
beat in our league, Lompoc and Santa Maria, are going 
to go out of the straight tee. which is a balanced offense 
Our old defense, with a five-man front, was basically an 
unbalanced defense. We feel that w e’ll have better luck 
defending against the option if we have a balanced line 
Also, we want to take advantage of our outstanding 
linebackers 


This new defense is a pretty radical change for us." 
he added 


The new balanced defense will feature four linemen, 
four linebackers, and three deep backs. Only the two 
tackles will be down 


If you re one of those hard-core football freaks who 
sometimes watches the defense, you might want to keep 
an eve on Sam. otherw ise know n as Ken W ahl Sam is the 
Conq codeword for the left outside linebacker The other 
side is called Willie.

cost of safety equipment the 
government 
requires 
on 
1973 cars. 
I'll 
leave 
it 
to 
the 
commission to evaluate that 
criticism. In fairness to the 
industry’, however, it should 
be pointed out that some 
automakers 
have 
gone 
beyond 
federal 
safety 
standards 
on their new 
models. 
For 
example, 
one 
company 
is 
offering 
prospective buyers “ lighted 
vanity 
mirrors” 
and 
“ outside thermometers ” 
Its advertisments don’t 
identify 
these 
items 
as 
safety equipment 
But I 
have a friend who is a safety 
expert and he assured me 
that 
both 
will 
provide 
motorists with an extra 
degree of protection 


“ Since most cars now 


have heaters that keep the 
interiors warm, motorists 
tend to become oblivious to 
the outside temperature.” 
he explained “This can be 
dangerous. 
“ Suppose that while you 
are driving along a cold 
wave comes up and drops 
the temperature to subzero 
levels. But you. being all 
snug and comfy inside, are 
unaware of the change in 
the weather 
“ So when you reach your 
destination, you hop out of 
the car without a topcoat 
and catch your death of 
cold

if you have an 
outside thermometer, you 
can keep in touch with 
climatic 
conditions 
and

The uneasy fee 


Richard Nixon appears to have it 
in the bag, 
but inevitably one 
wonders whether his prospective 
satisfaction is everything that it 
should be. This side of the John 
Birch Society, no one suspects that 
Mr. 
Nixon personally contrived 
either the crippling of George 
Wallace, 
or 
tne nomination of 
George McGovern, the two political 
events that have contributea most to 
the huge advantage Mr. 
Nixon 
shows in the opinion polls over his 
Democratic opponent. 
No doubt he chafes 
at the prospect that 
the 
commentators 
will say, on 
Nov­ 
ember 
8th, 
that 
what the hell, who 
couldn’t have won. 
w ith 
G eorge 
Wallace 
benché, 
and 
G eorge 
McGovern 
as 
an 
opponent? 
if you leave aside the objections to 
Nixon which are explainable on 
purely reflexive ideological grounds 
— he IS a R^ublican, who stands for 
A B and C whereas historv 
and 
morality 
clearlv argue for the 
Democrat, who stands Tor X Y and Z 
— you come down to a syndrome of 
objections 
to 
Nixon ‘ that 
are 
divisiDle in two parts 
there are 
those who do not like Nixon, pure 
and simple, and would not like him 
any better if suddenly the clouds 
parted over Key Biscayne and an 
authoritative voice said: This is mv 
president 
in whom I am well 
pleased 
Forget them 
there is 
nothing to be done about them But 
there are others, whose turn of mind 
IS not ideological, who have no 
personal bias against Nixon, but 
who are suspicious of him, and 
suspicious of him for his apparent 
tailure to level with tne people on 
rather direct matters 
I give you an example, a letter 
from a lieutenant in the infantry 
The young man wonders whether 
President Nixon isn’t flatlv guiltv of 
)rotecting the big brass,'when‘the 
)rass gets into trouble llis specific 
objection IS over me sweetneart 
prosecution of (ieneral bavelle who 
was 
caught 
bombing 
forbidden 
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territory in North Vietnam. No 
doubt the lieutenant was similarly 
offended by the apparent reluctance 
of the Pentagon to move against any 
of the high officials who were 
presumably involved in papering 
over the My Lai massacre 
The 
lieutenant 
writes, 
“ The 
General apparently committed a 
profoundly serious offense in taking 
upon himself authority to disobey 
the orders he was given ... He 
apparently deliberately disobeyed 
his orders in combat circumstances 
because he thought his judgment to 
be 
superior 
to 
that 
of 
the 
Commander-in-Chief ... In response 
to this extremely grave offense, the 
Government 
was 
astonishingly 
lenient with him. It might be noted 
that 
his 
retirement 
pay 
is 
considerably larger than the support 
received by families of most young 
men who sacrifice their lives in 
obedience of orders (orders they 
may have also disagreed with). The 
remarkable disparity between the 
iravity of the offense and the 
eniency of the punishment can be 
interpreted very easily as indication 
that those in authority did not, in 
fact, get very upset bv what he did. ” 
Another theme that recurs in 
recent 
correspondence 
is 
Mr 
Nixon’s reprieve of the sentence of 
James Hona, followed conveniently 
bv the Teamsters’ endorsement of 
Richard Nixon’s re-election. Never 
mind that the case for Nixon’s re- 
election is easy to make, as muring 
to the benefit of everyone with the 


possible exception of the criminal 
and the utopianist classes — still, it 
looks 
like 
an 
eneineered 
coincidence 
And there are those 
are willing to suspect that Nixon’s 
indulgence towara Hoffa is a sly 
wav of having the last sav against 
John and Robert Kennedy, whose 
most conspicuous victim Hoffa was. 
never 
mind 
that 
he 
probably 
deserved it. 
It emerges that there are many 
people in America who suspect that 
Mr 
Nixon’s 
administration 
is 
protective of individuals who are 
either a) highly placed, or b) rich, 
or Cl potential y useful, or d) 
influential. I think that on the whole 
this probably is not true. But I think 
that the fact of its being thought to 
be true is what emerges as the 
existential 
truth 
in 
the 
social 
situation. 
Accordingly, though I do not 
believe in bdis of attainder. I think it 
would be socially satisfying if Mr 
Nixon, and his Justice Department, 
and the Pentagon, woum look for 
opportunities to point the gun barrel 
at some of the Big People in 
America 
who 
are 
vulnerable, 
whether as recalcitrant generals, or 
as tax cheats, or as influence 
peddlers. 
One 
or 
two 
such 
prosec’utions would help to restore 
faith in Mr Nixon among those who 
do not have that faith. And that 
would have the additional advantage 
— need we point it out’’ — 
increasing Mr 
Nixon’s vote 
confidence next November.

The gravel on the 
sidewalks at the city yard is still on 
the sidewalk. 
The biggest change that has taken 
place is the fact I have dropped a 
few pounds during the period. The 
only trouble is that I had allowed 
myself to become so pleasingly 
plump that no one can notice I ’m 
getting slimmer. 


One thing, though, that I find most 
enjoyable about my little walks is 
the fact that many people whom I 
have never met greet me as I travel 
past their homes. I would like to 
stop and visit with some of them, 
but this would take away the value 
of the walk.

What the numbers are is anybody’s 
guess 
Few make their presence 
known to plant officials 
All this got started for yours truly 
when work got under way on the 
Marguerite Hall Ins Test garden. 
But even before that time, come to 
think of It. I used some of the rich 
black stuff on the yard of our little 
place 
on 
0 Street 
It 
worked 
wonders when I planted Ins directly 
in the humus with the addition of 
only a little earth 
Later. 
James 
Longtin, 
city 
attorney got interested and used 
some ih his back yard The grass 
there was greener by far than any of 
the adjacent yards, and the (inly 
disadvantage was the presence of 
tomato seeds 
As long as one 
dot‘sn’t 
mind pulling the young 
tomato plants out of the ground 
there IS no problem I still think I 
have a long way to go in terms of 
introducing nitro humus into the 
soil, but that will come in time 
All this came to mind this week 
with the arrival of scientific test 
results on the use of nitro humus at 
Pennsylvania Stale University The 
results 
were 
electrifying 
and 
exactly what proponents of nitro 
humus had predicttnl 
Nit ro 
humus 
was 
used 
in 
controlled exptTirnenls to reclaim 
soil 
rendered 
useless 
by 
the 
chemical processes employed in 
strip niining Previous experiments 
had tailed to get vegetation to grow 
in the unfrien(Jly .soil Now we know 
bt'vond a shadow ot a doubt that 
nilro humus has the kind ol stuff 
most .soils need 


If my purpose were just to get 
people to use nitro humus, I’d stop 
right here, because many home 
iardeners buy commercial nitro 
lumus for all kinds of soil problems. 
So here’s the pitch. The time 
.seems ripe for a major community 
project using nitro humus on a 


grand scale. I ’m thinking of areas to 
the southwest of the city, up in the 
canyons where ranchers tell me 
nothing productive will grow. 
The scientific results and details 
of the methods used are available 
from yours truly. Let’s see what 
happens.
